Now touchinge the falſe doctrines 
of Antichꝛiſte Sainte Paul ſayeth : The 


(pirite manifeſtly ſheweth that in the laſt 1. Tim. 4 


tymes,certen men ſhal departe oꝛ go az 
waye from the faith, attending 02 geuing 
care to the ſpirites of erroure and doctri⸗ 
nes of deuels, pꝛohibitinge to mary, and 
commaunding to abſteyne from meates, 
that God hath created to be receaued of 
them that beleue and know the trueth, 
with thankes geuinge. By this doctrine 
of ſainte Paul manifeſtlye appereth (ho⸗ 
norable Loꝛdes) that the foꝛbiddinge of 
mariage is the doctrine of deuels. For 
God in paradiſe firſt oꝛdeyned mariage, 
ſayenge: It is not good for man to be by

bymſelfe alone. Let vs make to him a 


helper to beare hym company, fo foꝛth 
as it appereth in the texte. Conſideringe 
that God ſayd: It is not good foꝛ man to 
be alone, doutles it is not good general 
ly,fo: mã to be alone without his bel pe. 


And the Pꝛophete Eſay curſeth all them 


that ſpeate againſte their maker. Nomã 
therfore durſt be fo bold to fo:bidde ma⸗ 
riage to any people excepte only Anti- 
c>:1ſt and his ſluttiſh and ſhameles ſecte, 
which euer be againſte God and Chꝛiſt. 
Alſo becauſe it was not good = man to 
de alone without his rise in the ſtate of

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innoctcie: It is not now good bur moch 


worſe to be without a wife, whẽ man is 
ſallẽ by ſynne, beyng ß fleſhe mote frayle 
e pꝛone to ſynne. And therfoꝛe thar man 
that hath not the eſpetiall giſte of chaſti⸗ 
tie and will lyue alone, g not take a wyſe. 
The ſame not onlye contemneth Gods 
des mercyfull oꝛdinaunce made for man 
in the ſtare of innocencic, but alſo deſpi⸗ 
ſeth Gods loninge beneſite and reme⸗ 
dy prouyded foꝛ the infirmitie of man, 

herby he might auoyde fornication , E 


other wicked luſtes foꝛbiddẽ by God:ace 


tordinge to Sainte Pauls doctrine ſays 
enge: To auoyde ſoꝛnication, let every 
man (exceptinge not prieſtes) haue his 
wiſe, and euery woman (exceptinge not 


| powaſſes)bane hir huſbande. And becau 


ſe mariage is Gods ordinafice and mers 
cifull remedye pꝛouided for all men, that 


haue not the gift of chaſlitie: It is thers 


ſore good fot euery mã, that haue not res 


ceaued the gifte of chaſtitie to haue a wi⸗ 


ſe, namely becauſe it is Gods mercyſull 
proviſion and oꝛdinaunce pꝛouided fot 
the helpe of man, and commaũded in the 
holy ſcriptures by Gods holy ſpirite, 
where no euil thinge can be cõmaũded.
